No  orders  for  Purple  or 
European  Barberry,  or  Mahonia  can  be  accepted 
and  we  have  cut  them  out  of  our  price  lists. 


STATE  QUARANTINES 


On  account  of  several  states  prohibiting  the 
shipment  of  all  kinds  of  Chestnut  Trees,  we  have 
decided  to  leave  them  out  of  our  price  list.  Near- 
ly all  states  .are  quarantined  against  them,  on  ac- 
count of  the  chestnut  blight. 

Black  currants  must  not  be  sold  anywhere  and 
we  have  none  for  sale. 

These  quarantines  are  a good  thing  and  our 
salesmen  must  not  take  any  orders  for  stock 
which  is  prohibited.  Plants  or  trees  which  carry 
diseases  which  are  destructive  to  our  great  wheat 
fields,  or  our  beautiful  forests  should  no  longer  be 
propagated  by  nurserymen,  and  we  have  left  them 
all  out  of  our  price  lists. 

The  tall-growing  Barberry  and  Black  Currants 
carry  the  wheat  rust  and  the  five  leaf  pines  the 
pine  rust,  and  the  chestnut  trees  the  chestnut 
blight,  so  we  shall  npt  furnish  them  in  future, 
(this  does  not  include  the  Barberry  thunbergii, 
our  popular  hedge  plant).
